[From the W a.-hington Constitution.] 
The Dilemma of the Fusionists. 

The Black Republican; and the Black Ameri- 
cans of Massachusetts, of whose "fusion" such 
mighty results were promised, have created a 
monster, in the shape of a proposed amendment 
to the State Constitution, by which, if adopted 
bv the people at the special election to be held 
oil the 9th inst., naturalised citizens of Massa- 
chusetts will be disfranehsed for two years— that 
is, not allowed to vote until the expiration of two 
years after they shall have become citizens of the 
"United States." Frankenstein, in Mrs. Shelley's 
romance of that name, was never more frighten- 
ed at the monster of his creation than are the 
Black Republican authors of the proposed amend- 
ment at the hideous deformity which they have 
helped to brins: into existence. They are in the 
most painful dilemma, and are grievously exer- 
cised to devise a dodge by which they can escape 
With the least ii. jury to their political projects. 

The Germans of the Northwestern States, 
rrranv of whim have been deluded by the clamors 
and misrepresetitatioi.s of the Republicans on the 
Kansas question to join their ranks, are loud in 
the expression of th«ir indignation at this piece 
of Know-Nothing legislation, and have sent an 
ambassador to Boston, in the person of Carl 
Shurz, to remonstrate with the Republicans 
against the insult and injustice which the proposed 
coustitu'.ional amendment oilers to all foreign- 
bora citizens. The Republicans of New York, 
too, are alarmed, and have addressed their broth 
er "fusiouists" in the Bay Stale, imploring them 
to defeat the amendment— not to "tike anysteps 
to excite distrust, or hinder the success of the 
good cause; - ' and even Senator Wilson, who was 
sent to tlie Senate by the Americans of Massa- 
chusetts, now abandons the Know. Nothing cause, 
denounces their pet measure, and in a letter ad- 
dressed ostensibly to Iff. Gillette, of Cincinnati, 
but really written for the instruction of the .Mas 
sachusetts Republicans, expresses the most de- 
cided opinions against the propriety and expedi- 
ency of the proposed suffrage restriction. Public 
meeiingsof "straight-out" Americans, warmly ad- 
vocating the amendment as the tummum bonum 
of legislation, and of scared Republicans begging 
their friends lor pin's sake not to adopt it, are 
being held daily in Massachusetts; and the result 
will be that, if "the people will reject the amend- 
ment on Monday next, the believers in the prin- 
ciples of Know-N'othingism will abandon the Re- 
publican ranks; and if the people adopt it, all 
the foreign-barn citizens who have hitherto acted 
w ith the Republicans will cut loose from so odious 
an organization. 

The dilemma in which these coalesced frag- 
ments of decayed factions — which, in Massachu- 
setts as elsewhere, constitute the incongruous 
and piebald Opposition to the present Federal Ad- 
ministration—now find themselves, is alike con- 
temptible and ridiculous, and cannot fail to teach 
a wholesome and profitable lesson to manv who 
have allowed themselves to be led away by the 
political impostors who constitute what is called 
the Opposition. The foreign born Republicans 
of New York cannot forget that, previous to the 
last fall election, w hen the "swopping jackets" 
game was being carried on so actively between 
the Black Republicans and Black Americans of 
that State, one of the most prominent of the re- 
monstrants against the proposed franchise re- 
striction against foreign bom citizens in Massa- 
chusetts note, was then one of a triad of '•Op- 
positionists" who strongly advocated the adoption 
of a constitutional amendment in New York 
whereby aliens should be debarred from voting 
for one year after they had become citizens of the 
United States. When it was thought that the 
Americans could be hoodwinked, and bribed "to 
fuse" — that is, to adow themselves, is has been 
the case in Massachusetts, to be absorbed by the 
Republicans— the chief priests of Black Republi- 
canism were willing to agree with Mr. Joel T. 
Headlev, that our institutions needed some ad- 
ditional safeguard against the attacks of "the 
foreign element." But, now that it is found that the 
scales have fallen from the eyes of the foreign- 
born voters, that they see all the naked deformity 
of the imposture by which they have been de- 
luded, and that the party which they have been 
supporting in exhorting the people to nullify the 
Constitution and trample on the law, by allow-iug 
the runaway negro, the moment he sets his fool 
in a free State, to be admitted at once, without 
any probation of residence, to the enjoyment of 
the suffrage and ottv r most valued privileges of 
citizenship, while the white man, born in Ireland 
or Germany, is to be denied those privileges until 
he has complied with fresh tests and additional 
requirement*! by which his inferiority to the run- 
away negro is to be made more marked and more 
galling — when, we repeat, it is found that the 
sensitive Germans of the Northwe-t resent this 
gross indignity, the Republican leaders, frighten- 
ed at the consequences of their selfishness, turn 
round and unbiusliingly betray the Americans, to 
whose cardinal article of taith they had agreed 
to subscribe. The exposure of this double-deal- 
ing and bare-faced disregard of every principle 
of honor and good faith must result in alienating 
from the Black Republicans both the foreign- 
born citizens and the Americans — the former of 
whom they were ready last year to betray in or- 
der to catch the votes of the Americans, and the 
latter of whom they are now betraying in or>ier 
to pacify the Germans, whose manhood and dig- 
nity they have outraged.

That wo repudiate intervention as 
fraught with danger to the integrity of our party, 
the interest of the South, and the perpetuity of the 
Union; as at war with our plighted faith and avowed 
creed, as solemnly defined by tne Compromise of 1^50, 
ratified by tho Kansas-Nebraska act, and indorsed 
by tho Cincinnati platform.

VUr Position. 

Although we have already defined our position 
upon every subject which bus agitated the public 
mind in Kentucky for the past thirteen years, 
and never shrank from a fearless and fair inves- 
tigation of : ny issue that may have been pre- 
sented by our political opponents; and although 
wc do not acknowledge the right which every 
seven by nine sheet in the country has to cate- 
chise us in relation to m ilters of which the edi- 
tors are profoundly ignorant; yet, we shall not 
object to responding to an article in the Inst issue 
of the Whig, in which its redoubtable editor 
"goes oft' half cocked" and scatters his shot 
in such wild prolusion as to totally "miss his 
mark." 

He sets out by asserting that we "won't defend 
our doctrine," This is a great mistake; and how 
the editor arrived at such a conclusion, is past 
our powers ot comprehension. He aims to con- 
vey the idea that we will not defend Democratic 
doctrine upon the new hobby which has Recent- 
ly been sprung upon the people by Mr. Bell 
and his followers, iu relation to the protection of 
slavery in the Territoiies by Congress, when in 
reality, wc had declared no doctrine upon the 
subject, believing, as we do, that it is a mere 
political abstraction — a humbug, got up by the 
enemies of Democracy, for the purpose of divid- 
ing and conquering that party; and for that very 
reason, have deemed it altogether unworthy of 
any serious attention at our hands. 

But notwithstanding this, as our neighborseems 
to be very desirous to obtain some knowledge of 
Democratic principles, and, as he has expressed 
anxiety to take lessons of us upon the subject, we 
feel that it is a duty incumbent upon us, to give 
him all the information he may ask, in as clear 
and concise a manner as possible. He interro- 
gates us thus: 

"Now we submit in all candor to Col. Pike, 
whether he ought not, in justice to his candidate 
for Governor, and in justice to himself, come 
out bo'dly and advocate squatter sovereignty, 
the right of a people of a Territory to nullify 
the Dred Scott decision by "unfriendly legisla- 
tion" and by "non-action," without being mo- 
lested or interfered w ith by Congress?" 

In reply to the above, we would say that we 
have yet to learn what our neighbor understands 
the phrase "squatter sovereignty" 10 mean. If 
he Understands it to mean what tee do. then we 
arc not in favor of that doctrine; nor do wc be- 
lieve that Mr. Magtflin has avowed any such. 
Wc have never been in favor of nullifying, ab- 
rogating, or refusing to abide by the Dred Scott 
decision; aud if .Mr. Magoffin has advocated any 
such doctrine, it has not come to our knowledge, 
and would not meet our approval, of course. 
On the other hand, we believe that the Consti- 
tution of the United States, the Fugitive Slave 
Law, and the decision of ihe Supreme Court in 
the Dred Scott case, if carried out in good faith 
by the people of the different States and Terri- 
tories, will afford all the protection which slavery 
needs in or out of the Territories, and that there- 
fore there is no ac'.ual necessity for a slave code, 
or indeed any other code, en that subject. We 
believe that the Constitution of the United States 
secures to every man the right to hold slaves in 
the Territories as much as it secures him the 
right to own and possess any other description 
ot property, and that this right cannot be Consti- 
tutionally abrogated or destroyed, until such time 
as said Territories shall become Statis and enact 
State laws for themselves. We understand this 
to be in accordance with the Dred Scott decision, 
and whether it be the doctrine of Mr. Magoffin 
or not, it is the doctrine of common sense, and 
we shall adhere to it, until convinced that it may 
be erroneous. We believe that "the right of 
property in a slave is distinctly and expressly af- 
firmed in the Constitution," and that this right 
continues until local laws of a State, (not of a 
Territory) shall take it away. We believe that 
the slave owners of the South are just as much 
entitled to protection in their rights to such prop- 
erty as other men are entitled to the benefit of 
laws for the protection of property of anv other 
description; but we consider the Constitution, the 
Fugitive Slave Law, and the Supreme Court, af- 
ford all the protection necessary to be afforded 
at present; and therefore wc must be excused for 
insisting that Congress shall, forthwith, pass a 
"slave code," merely because our amiable young 
friend insists upon it. If, however, be will stand 
by the Constitution of the United States, the Fu- 
gitive Slave Law, the Compromises of l*o0, and 
the Dred Scott decision, then we shall be happy 
to unite w ith him in placing such men in power 
as will carry out the principles enunciated iu each 
of these documents, and thus save the people of 
Kentucky from that state of strife and confusion 
which the Black Republicans of the North are so 
anxious to see exist amongst us. If what we 
have above said does not fully satisfy our good 
neighbor, we beg leave to refer him to the doc 
uments above mentioned; and if a c.i refill perusal 
of them all will not enable him to understand 
our position, we dial! then be under the painful 
necessity of having to operate again upon his 
"sensible cuticle."

The Opposition get on badly with their charges 
against the national administration. They charged 
it with abandoning our national rights in relation 
to the search question, and their leaders made 
fierce speeches in favor of fighting England at 
once. Witness Wilson's speech in the Senate, 
and Burlinganie's speech in the House — perfect 
Hotspurs in Words; and had their policy prevail- 
ed, there would bave been necessary appropria- 
tions of millions upon millions. This same Op- 
position now charge the Administration with ex- 
travagance. They allege that the Paraguay ex- 
pedition cost five millions of dollars, whereas it 
cost but a few thousand of dollars over what the 
maintenance of the vessels would have been had 
it not been necessery to force President Lopez to 
play the gentleman. 

Failing in special charges, they have resorted to 
general arraignment, and so the Administration 
are charged with spending monev all the wav 
from eighty millions to a hundred millions an- 
nually. What a Roorback ! The Opposition 
stick to it, however, in spite of the tremendous 
discomfiture of Senator Crittenden when he made 
the terrible mistake of uttering the charge; and, 
in spite, also, of the facts and figures of the last 
ap| ropiia'ion bill. The amount iu this bill, in- 
cluding the whole sum to sustain the Post-office, 
will not reach fifty three millions! What do 
these men mean by alleging that the Admin- 
istration appropriate eighty or a hundred mil- 
lions? Was there ever such unscrupulous war- 
fare? Was there evermore barefaced falsehood? 

And the revenue to meet the current expendi- 
tures promises to be ample. A little while ago 
the whole Opposition tribe were belaboring the 
Administration because it was borrowing money 
and would not increase the tariff when the pros- 
pect was that more revenue was needed. Re- 
viving trade is fast taking this stone out of their 
hands, for the revenue prospect never looked 
brighter; and the cry of hard times is well nigh 
over. Commerce, from one end of the land to 
the other, will say to political demagogues — "Let 
me alone." The truth is, there never was a 
more economical Administration than the one 
now in power; and, thanks to the vetoes of Pres- 
ident Buchanan of certain bills which were pre- 
sented to him, such will be the limited amount of 
the cxpi nditurc. that there is reason to believe 
there will be a full treasury at the end of the fis- 
cal year. 

The fact is the country is j rospering as it never 
prospered belore. Its business affairs, as a gene- 
ral thing, were never freer from political cuises 
of embarrais nent; its rational concerns were 
never more successfully managed; and things that 
lately threatened serious dome-tic difficulty have 
vanished before the wise statesmanship that has 
dealt with them iu a firm and ju.-t manner. Though 
the dessolation of war may affect us, still such is 
our isolated position, such our innumerable re- 
sources for comparative independence, such the 
commanding character of our great staples, such 
the priceless blessing to our capitalists of the ele- 
ment of security, that war by other nations can- 
not impede our onward march; while there is ab- 
solutely no governmental burden to check busi- 
ness affairs. 

Never was the charge of extravagance brought 
against any administration more unfounded; 
never was allegation more baseless than that 
President Buchanan is spending money at the rate 
of eighty or a hundred millions a year. The men 
who make these assertions cannot believe them, 
and the people to whom they are made should 
brand their authors as political deceivers. 



Additional Foreign Intelligence by 
tlic J'ersiu. 

New York, May 11. — The foreign papers by 
the steamer Persia furnish some facts of inter- 
est, though the main features have been antici- 
pated by the arrival of the Adelaide at St. 
John's. 

The Austrian Correspondence, the official jour- 
nal, of the WJth alt., after detailing the progress 
of affairs, says that Austria must draw the sword 
to maintain European order. 

The London Post of the 2!>lh says that there 
was still a hope for peace, as the last EnglUh offer 
of mediation was under serious Consideration by 
the Emperor of France, and if the Austrians re- 
frained from advancing, a pacific settlement 
might still be made. 

Runt Franco Treaties — The following are 
the provisions of the treaties between Russia and 
France, as given iu the Loudon Times: 

By the first treaty Russia binds herself, in the 
event of France being at war with Austria, to 
assist France with the co operation of her fleets 
iu the Baltic and Mediterranean, and to place an : 
army of fifty thousand men on the Austrian fron- j 
tier. This, the Times says, is directed obvious- 
ly against England, and its existence is a proof 
that the en'erpriscs which are thus to b»* protected 
arc such as it would be impossible for England to 
allow to pass unchallenged. 

The Russian army of observation, the Times 
concludes, is to excite an insurrection among the 
Hungarians and Sclaves. The second treaty pro- 
vides that in case Austria shall invade Sardinia, 
Russia shall declare war against her within 
fifteen davs of her violation of Piedmontese soil. 

The Times maintains that England need take 
no active part so long as the war is confined to 
Italy; but if France and Russia should attack 
Austria in Germany, Russia, seeking perchance 
indemnity in the east of Europe, or if Prussia 
should be laid under a contribution of territory, 
the design of the treaties would become no less 
than the partition of Europe, and the first princi- 
ples of preservation would compel us to consider 
whether we can better defend ourselves on the 
continent or our own homesteads. However 
much we may desire to keep clear of these com- 
plications, the existence of a great German pow- 
er is essential to our own safety. 

The following is a summary of Sardinia's proc- 
lamation to the army: The King regards the dc- j 
mand to disarm as an outrage on himself and na- ' 
tion, and has therefore repelled the demand with i 
disdain antl scorn. The King calls to mind Italia's 
cry of anguish, and says: "I will be your captain. 
I bare proved your valor on the field of battle by 
the side of my illustrious father. This time you 
will have for your comrades gallant French sol- 
diers, your companions on Tchernays, whom the 
Emperor has sent to support and defend our just 
and civilizing cause. Forward to victory ! let our 
banners announce to you that our object, like our 
war cry, is independence to Italy." 

Prince Cayignafl had been appointed Lieut. 
General in Piedmont during the war. 

The Universities of Piedmont have been closed 
by a regal decree. 

The Sardinians had retired from Palasco to the 
west bank of the Segia. The great mass of the 
Sardinian armv, 75,000 strong, was condensed 
around the fortresses of Alexandria and Casale, 
with a second line at the foot of the Appenines, 
between Noxo andTortona. 

The Turin correspondent of the London Times 
does not think that the Austrians will reach the 
capital. The country has been laid under water 
by means of the canals for the purpose of irriga- 
tion, and means had been taken to render the 
roads temporarily impracticable. 

The Sardinian Government had appropriated 
all the horses belonging to private individuals, 
the highest price allowed being £16.

Hf.nrvClav on the New-fancleo Doctrine. — 
On the 8th of May, 1850, Henry Clay, from the 
Committee of Thirteen in the Senate of the 
United States, made a report on the slavery 
question, in which are to be found the following 
words : 

"The true principle which ought to regulate 
the action of Congress in forming Territorial 
Governments for each newly-acquired domain is 
to refrain from all legislation on the subject of 
slavery in the territory acquired, so long as it 
retains the Territorial form of government, leav- 
ing it to the pe iple of such Territory, when they 
have attained to such a condition which entitles 
them to admission as a State, to decide for them- 
selves the question of the allowance or prohibi- 
tion of domestic slavery." 

It will he seen that, if Mr. Clay was alive, he 
would sustain the position of the Democracy of 
Kentucky on the slavery question, and condemn 
that of the "Americans." The latter, through 
their champion, Mr. Bell, insist that Congress 
shall legislate to protect slavery in the Territo- 
ries, while Mr. Clay said that Congress should 
"refrain from alt legislation on the subject of 
slavery as long as it retains the Territorial form 
of government." The difference between Mr. 
Clay and the "Americans" is vital and radical. 
He was for absolute and total non-intervention; 
they are for intervention. 

The following distinguished Senators were on 
the Committee of Thirteen, and concurred with 
Mr. Clay in his report : Lewis Cass, D. S. Dick- 
inson, Jesse D. Bright, Daniel Webster, Senator 
Phelps, James Cooper, Win.

IFrom tho London Nows.l 
The War in Italy. 

The Sardinian Government is not free from 
serious apprehensions, and has directed the pro- 
vinces ot Avona, Novarn, and Lomellina, which 
border on the Ticino, to disarm their national 
guards, aud put aside all thoughts of resistance 
iu the event of an Austrian invasion. The Aus- 
trians have, therefore, their w ay open to Novara, 
and it they are enterprising enough, even to Ver- 
celli and Turin. The Sardinian plan of campai"n 
is to abandon all the left bank of the Po, and, 
taking their position at Cassale and Alessandria, 
to defend the line of the Apennine round Genoa, 
which would, in that event, become the seat of 
government. Should the Austilans be rash 
enough to venture into the ground laid open before 
them, they would, in all probability, meet a French 
aim v on the Sesia or the Dora, ere tbey are two 
weeks older. 

But if, on the contrary, they keep their present 
position at Pavia, and it becomes necessary for 
the Sardinians to attack, these latter will march 
on Piaceuza, carrying the war into the Parmesan 
Territory by Voghera and Stradella, while at the 
same time a strong array, or division of their 
army, or of their French auxiliaries, wonld laud 
at Spezzia, either from Genoa or Toulon, make 
their way up the Val di Magra to the Apennine 
port of La Cisa, and occupy the same Parmesan 
Territory on the South. Masters of Tarma, the 
French and Sardininans would equally threaten 
Piaceuza, Mantua, and Ferrara; and the Austrians 
could rot follow their adversaries to the right 
bank of the Po without, to a great extent, losing 
the advantage of their redoubted letraqun of 
Lombard fortresses, Mantua, Peschiera, Verona, 
and Legnago. 

There are political considerations, no less than 
strategetie views, to advise this course of opera- 
tions. Neither France nor Sardinia have as yet 
broadly expressed their intentions of driving the 
Austrians out of their Lombardo-Venitian domin- 
ions. They arc thus far only contending for the 
full emancipation of the Italian States, according 
to the treaty of 1815. Were they, by a rapid 
and vigorous maneuver, able to wrest from the 
Austrians and demolish the lortresses of Piacenza, 
iu the Duchy of Parma, and Ferrara, in the States 
of the Church, they could then come to terms 
with their enemy before the war had time lo ac- 
quire vast European dimensions. They would 
make the Po, the real frontier, an insurmounta- 
ble barrier against Austrian ambition, and settle 
the minor matters of the Duchies of Parma aud 
Modeua, the Legations, and other Italian States, 
in a manner to give at least temporary satisfac- 
tion to the moderate national party. 

By a Southern, rather than a Western attack 
upon the Austrians, the Sardinians and the French 
would atoncecut off the smaller Italian States 
from their Austrian protector, and give the r 
subjects full scope to settle their old scores with 
their worthless governments. The very fi:a. cut- 
break of hostilities would break up the establish- 
ments of the Duchies of Parma, of him of Mode- 
ua, and of the Grand Duke of Tuscany; and the 
volunteers, no less than tho regular armies of 
those Slates, would at once add from 30,000 to 
40,000 combatants to the forces of the national 
party. At Rome, after the withdrawal of the 
Austrians from the Legations, a movement una- 
voidable on the very first declaration of war, the 
Pope would be utterly at the mercy of the French; 
and if the King of Naples, who is dying daily anu 
dying by inches, would so far oblige his subjects 
as to remove from bis palace to the royal vaults 
of the Church of St. Francis, just across the 
square, there is little doubt but the whole army 
would follow the example of the two battalions 
who have, as I am assured, already ventured on 
the despera'e step of a desertion en masse 

Even a return to the treaties of 1815 — that is, 
a recognition of the thorough independence of 
the Italian States — even that little amount ol 
justice to the Italian people cannot be obtained 
from Austria except by might of arms. Indeed, 
she knows that such an arrangement could only 
be preliminary to her tol:.l and final expulsion 
from the Peninsula; and it is very probable that 
no human effort will induce her to lay down her 
arras until the whole question is set at rest for- 
ever. If she found it so difficult for the last ten 
years to hold her own against Piedmont aloue, 
what would it be if the Duchies, the Legations, 
Tuscany, and even the Two Sicilies, were to be 
constituted into as many free Slates — as many 
Piedmonts arrayed against her? 



The Fair — State and County. — At the an- 
nual meeting of the Kentucky Agricultural and 
Mechanical Association, held at the Court-House 
on Saturday, May 7th, 1859, the old board was 
re elected except William Warfield, who is a 
member of the State Association. Joel Higgina 
was chosen as a member of the directory in place 
of Mr. Warfield; D. W. Stanford was' re-elect- 
ed Secretary. 

The meeting approved of the plan of the di- 
rectory for holding the Fair and the State Fair, 
to be held upon the Fair grounds near the city, 
on the lollowing conditions: 1st. The Fair 
grounds are to be opened for the use of the State 
Fair during the week of the Fair, and a reason- 
able time before, "d. Out of the first receipts 
at the gate or otherwise, $1,500 is to be paid to 
the State Society to pav its expenses. 3d. All 
receipts above that amount shall be divided, one- 
fourth going to the State Society, and three- 
fouths to the Kentucky Agricultural and M»- 
chanical Association. 4th. Tho State Society to 
pay out of its own means all premiums. 5th. 
The Kentucky Agricultural and .Mechanical As- 
sociation are to erect additional stables and a 
floral hall. — Lex. Statesman.
